In a city in which a rather strenuous mayoralty campaign 


is .going on, the present incumbent charged that he was not 
getting a fair chance at publicity in" the leading local news- 
paper, to which the paper immediately replied with an offer 
to both of the candidates to open its columns for daily discus- 
sion of the issues involved in the election. • 


The articles are edited by the respective committee chair- 


men; over each article appears picture o fthe candidate whose 
ideas and purposes was discussed below side by side the issues 


• of the city campaign are set forth, not as advertising but as 


news for every interested citizen to study. 


It is apparently a very sensible bit of public service on the 


part of the newspaper. The usual custom is for every citizen 
to read a partisan paper carrying the praises of the candidate 
he and the paper both favor from the start, while citizens of 
opposite belief read the papers on their side of the question. 
Campaign literature cast on doorways and dropped into mail 
boxes is also of the strictly partisan type. In the method spok- 
en of above the partisan discussion remains, of course, but it 
is tempered in each case by its proximity to the companion 
discussion in the next column. No personal attacks or mud- 
slinging are permitted. There are straightforward statements 
of the situation as seen by each side, and direct questions 
which may be answered promptly are allowed.
